Held to Keep the' Peace. 

Phil Deignan was tried Wednesday 
afternoon before Judge Denis Dundon, 
being arrested on a peace warrant, and 
was held to the June term of the Bour- 
bon Circuit Court under $1,000 bond. 

Deignan had only recently returned 
from St. Joseph Hospital, where he 
had been under treatment for about 
two month;? for trouble in his limbs 
caused from alcoholic drinks. He had 
for several weeks been refused drinks 
at every saloon in Paris when he would 
call for one, he being told that T. F. 
Brannon, his best friend, had ordered 
the saloon keepers not. to sell him. 

Deignan became enraged to think 
that his best friend would treat him 
this way as he was compelled to have 
either whisky or morphine, and secur 
ing a revolver he went to Brannon's 
place of husiness Tuesday to compel 
his friend to take “the lid” off, as he 
himself testified. 

Other threats reached Mr. Brannon’s 
ears to the effect that Deignan was go- 
ing to kill him and as he did not want 
to be killed or to kill Deignan, he felt 
compelled to swear out a peace warrant 
against him, which resulted as above 
mentioned. Deignan being unable to 
give bond was remanded to jail until 
the June term of court.

time. 

In his written statement of his re- 
demption he gives some good advice 
to young men, and other men, too, for 
that matter. “Don’t,” says he, “be 
led astray by older heads, for the man 
that will advise you to do a wrong is 
not your friend; but I could not see it 
that way.” Most of us think we know 
what Curt means by this and to whom 
he refers as the older heads that led 
him astray. However, this is the first 
time that Curt Jett has ever publicly 
admitted the guilt of those who insti- 
gated him to commit his bloody crimes, 
but he owes it to himself and to 
society to make a more definite and 
full revelation. Before his repentace 
and reformation he recanted his con- 
fessions and insisted that no one 
prompted him to do the murders of 
which he was convicted. He now con- 
fesses that he lied, but if he is the new 
man that he says God has made of him 
he cannot stop at telling this half 
truth. Only the whole truth can count 
for his cleansing. Who caused you to 
commit murder. Curt Jett? Your con- 
fessions of a new birth are worth noth- 
ing unless you prove them by making 
a clean breast of it. 



The Redemption of Curt Jett 



Growing, Curtis Jett became a crea- , 
ture of his environment. Grown, he 
became a murderer and degenerate. 
Imprisoned, he has become a being fill- 
ed with remorse, a desire to live aright 
and to be free. The first two points 
are easily demonstrable. For the 
third there te available only his own 
protestations. It is easily comprehen- 
sible, to be sure, that he desires free- 
dom ; it is not so clear that he has be- 
come regenerated and is stirred with 
lofty, spiritual aspirations and Christ- 
ianity, says the Courier-Journal. 

Glancing over Curtis Jett’s stormy 
life, his crimes, his stolid indifference 
to right and dogged perseverance in 
evil, it is hard to think of him as hav- 
ing been suddenly made a model man. 
Ills willingness to kill to carry out a 
bargain, his coarse brutalities and 
blindness to all that was good stand 
out so clearly in the memory of Ken- 
tuckians, in whose history he has play- 
ed so active, a part, that these may be 
excused if they do not accept promptly 
his message of reformation. His con- 
flicting stories of the killing of James 
B. Marcum, his repudiation of his 
confessions, his horrid examples of un- 
scrupulous crime and unrestrained 
I mendacity all in time past bespoke so 
eloquently his distorted and monstrous 
nature that it is no simple matter to 
forget them. 

But Jett says he has learned a great 
deal since he has been in the peniten- 
tiary and he believes he has been for- 
given by divine powers. It is devoutly 
to be wished ..that what he says is 
true. To develop a sort of intropsec- 
tion good for the soul and to train the 
prisoner’s thoughts to things above, 
these are some of the purposes of pris- 
on life. The penitentiary will not have 
been a futile influence if Jett shall be- 
come really a convert to truth, sobrie- 
ty’and brotherly love. 

The penitentiary was the right place 
for Jett. “The best thing that ever 
happened to me was when I was sent 
to the penitentiary,” said he in his 
Message to the Whole World. Whether 
Jett himself realizes it or not, sympa- 
thetic persons who have followed his 
case know that it was inevitable that 
he should end in the penitentiary or 
on the scaffold, not so much through 
his own deliberate wickeedness as 
through his weakness, through his in- 
ability to resist the sinister influences 
to which he was subjected by con- 
scienceless villains of Breathitt county 
who led him into deeds of darkness. 
True, he was none the less guilty of 
the crimes because of his subserviency 
to stronger men ; he was not to be ex- 
cused from the penalty of his sins be- 
cause he committed them from a heart 
and mind warped from evil companions ; 
in the last analysis the law was bound 
to hold him responsible for his own 
crimes; but there was neccessarily ex- 
istent a feeling of pity for the loath- 
some creature of an ugly envir nment. 
There lurked the feeling that Jett real- 
ly had not had a chance. The peniten- 
tiary, here he belonged for his crimes, 
might afford him a chance, although 
whether it would or he would avail 
himself of it was doubtful, at best. 
He says it has transformed him. Has 
it? No one knows exactly; he himself 
may be dissembling ; if he be speaking 
genuinely would stiil be unconvincing, 
tor there is no temptation in prison 
walls. When the devil is in prison a 
devil a monk would be. For his sake 
and fer humanity’s sake it will be gen- 
erally hoped that he is really a better

Mr. Clay was a native of Bourbon, 
born October 26, 1819, and was the son 
of Henry and Margaret Helm Clay, his 
parents moving from Virignia to Bour- 
boj in 1785 He was the next tn the 
youngest of eleven children, and was 
the last survivor of a noted family. 
His father was a veteran of the Revo- 
lutionary War. Mr. Clay was united 
in marriage in 1842 to Miss Susan R. 
Wornall. 

He received a common school educa- 
tion and was a farmer and stock rais- 
er. For many years President of .the 
Paris and Georgetown Turnpike Com- 
pany. Before the war he was a Whig 
in politics and owned many slaves, but 
after the close of the struggle he iden- 
tified himself with the Democratic 
party. 

Mr. Clay was a member of the old 
primitive Baptist church and was a 
conscientious and earnest Christian. 
He was importuned often to represent 
his county in the Legislature, but al- 
ways declined political preferment. 
He was a man of strong convictions, in 
manner gentle, polite and argeeable. 
His home was noted for its hospitality. 

Mr. Clay is survived by three sons, 
W. H. Clay, of Lexington; O. P. Clay 
and Frank P.Clay, Jr., and one daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Walker Buckner, of this 
county. 

The funeral services will be held at 
the residence this afternoon at 2 
o’clock, conducted by Rev. J. H. Wall- 
ingford, of this city, a retired minister 
of the same faith. Burial in Paris 
cemetery.

Wearing O’ The Green. 

It was easily told by the wearing of 
the green on the coat lapel Wednesday 
by the lovers of old Ireland that il 
was St. Patrick’s Day. The personage 
whose natel day was celebrated with 
such enthusiasm by our Irish citizens 
was unquestionably the brightest lumi- 
nary that adorned 'the Emerald Isle, 
for by his almost herculean labors he 
rescued that land from paganism. 
Some uncertainty exists to the date of 
St. Patrick’s birth. The most reliable 
historians however, concur in the be- 
lief that he was born about the year 
393 in the British Roman province of 
Valencia, at a place near Clyde, not 
far from Dunarton, called Kirkpatrick. 

About the year 432 he began his mis- 
sionary work of converting the pagans 
of Ireland to Christianity. It is said 
that during his stay in the island he 
founded 36 churches, baptized with his 
own hands more than 12,000 persons 
and ordained a great number of 
priests.

Dope on the New Tarii. Bill. 

The Chicago Record-Herald Tuesday j 
in a special dispatch from Washington 
prints what pui ports to be the posi- 1 
tively known provisions of the tariff 1 
bill.

“The duties on sugar are undistuib- 
ed. but concessions are granted Cuba 
and the Philippines. 

“The wool schedule will be aimed at ! 
the amount of scoured wool in the ; 
fleece. This will permit cheaper grades | 
of wool to get in at less duty. 

“Woolens will be slightly reduced. 

“Iron ore will be reduced and pig 
iron will be cut down. 

“Fluor-spar, a component part of 
steel manufacture, will be taxed at $3 
a ton.”
